larger than the capital invested in the food-producing 
industries of the country, which have hitherto headed 
the list. 








THE number of strikes during 1905 throughout 
Germany was 2,406, Nearly all were settled before 
the end of the year. Nearly 15,000 factories were 
affected, while more than 400,000 workmen were par- 
tially or completely thrown out of employment, inclu- 
ding 67,000 miners of both sexes. Fifty per cent of 
the strikes were brought to a close by mutual agree- 
ment. Only 528 were a complete success on the part 
of the strikers, all others being only a partial success 
or a complete failure. 








Now that the expected has happened and the west- 
ern stove manufacturers have followed the recent 
- example of their brethren of the East 
ae and South and raised the price of stoves, 
Prices, _'¢ 18 timely to ask the retail dealer what 

he is going to do about it. 

Not only in stoves but in every line of hardware 
manufacturers are advancing prices. All through the 
catalogue of metal products increases are seen, from 
sheet steel, galvanized iron and tin plate to nails and 
wire fence. .° ‘e is hardly a single article in the 
hardware dealer's stock that can be replaced at former 
prices. In other words, the value of every article in 
stock has been enhanced by the action of the manufac- 
turers in raising prices, and the duty of the retailer 
to himself is plain. 

If he cannot replace a stove, an axe, or a tin plate 
in his stock at its former cost he stands to lose part or 
all of his profit if he sells it at its former price. He 
must adjust his selling prices to cost prices and do so 
upon the goods in stock. 

As one manufacturer graphically expresses it, the 
retail hardware man will be a chump to sell his stock 
on hand at the old prices. Every dollar’s worth has 
gone up in cost; every stove, every keg of nails in 
stock has become more valuable, and the advance 
made by the manufacturer should be tacked right onto 
the retail price of the goods—not after the present 
stock is exhausted, but right now.

to suffer and are suffering. This may or may not 

be a remedy. Time alone will tell whether or not 

it will affect the situation. To a man up a tree it 
looks like trifling with the situation. 

When a railroad is making several dollars a dav 
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from detention and use of a.car-it.makes little differ- 
ence whether it is charged twenty-five cents or fifty 
cents per diem by the road that owns the car. As a mat- 
ter of fact it makes no difference at all, and the action 
of the operating officials who solemnly met at Chicago 
and raised the detention rate can only be fitly charac- 
terized by the favorite term of the expert accountant, 
to wit, “bunk.” It is simply a sop to Cerberus, but in 
this case Cerberus is “next.” 

Stove and hardware men all over the great West 
‘and throughout the busy South are waiting—aye, 
waiting—for the cars that never come. The delay 
means dollars to them, and the railroads apparently 
are trifling with the situation. Hardware men need 
stocks of goods that are delayed in transit, not theories 
of operating officials as to what effect a possible snip- 
ping of red tape may have upon the fellow snugly rep- 
resenting the competing road. 

James J. Hill made the “operating officials” look 
very ridiculous the day after their “fifty-cent” meeting 
by his bold declaration in Chicago that the trouble is 
not to be cured by the scalpel but needs the broad- 
axe. All signs point to the need of a new era of rail- 
road building’ on a grand scale, he declared, and the 
stove or hardware dealer who suffers from delayed 
shipments must -simply lie back and content himself 
(and. his dissatisfied customers if he can) with the 
reflection that he is a citizen of no mean country. 








Jospers’ reports indicate that an immense holiday 
trade is expected by the hardware dealers of the Uni- 
ted States this year. The American peo- 
The Hacdware pie are a free-handed people and when 
0 acoso they are enjoying an era of great na- 
tional prosperity they spend freely at 
Christmas time for gifts of the substantial, useful kind 
that may be, found in the showcases and on the shelves 
of the hardware store. These gifts, too, are not by 
any means the cheapest goods handled by the dealer. 
On the contrary they are goods on which good sub- 
stantial profits may be made, the kind of profits that 
are worth while. They are goods that it is easy and 
pleasant to sell and the wide-awake dealer will make 
every effort to encourage and meet the Christmas 
demand in his locality. There should be an attempt 
at least at: holiday display, a suitable recognition of 
the spirit of the season. Some decoration may fitly 
be indulged in, by even the most matter-of-fact dealer. 
It will be welcomed by customers and the public gen- 
erally, out of whose ranks many a chance customer 
may be attracted during the holidays by the appeal 
of a window display of unusual character or the sight 
of useful suggestions for gifts. 

In the hardware store the useful and the ornamental 
meet on common ground. Most Americans prefer 
to secure the element of usefulness in their gifts and 
the modern hardware stock offers unlimited possibili- 
ties for the gift-giver. Properly exploited, with a fair 
amount of judicious advertising, careful arrangement 
of the ‘store, and attractive window display, there is 
no reason why the hardware stock should not be made 
to yield a rich harvest of profits during the next few 
weeks, no reason at all why the hardware dealer should 
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not enjoy, equally with his neighbors in other lines, 
a ful! measure of Christmas cheer.

The American Gas Stove Company, of St. Joseph, 
Mo., is examining the possibilities of Topeka, Kan., 
with a view to removal of its plant. 

The Empire Stove Co., of Englewood, N. J., has 
been incorporated with a capital of $20,000 by A. B. 
Moore, J. D. Brewer and Minnie Moore. 


A number of prominent stove and hardware men 
were among the representatives of commercial inter- 
ests that gathered at the great waterway convention in 
St. Louis, November 15 and 16. 


The Minnesota Stove Company has made a propo- 
sition to the city of Shakopee, Minn., which is prov- 
ing extremely popular among the citizens and will 
lead, it is said, to the doubling of. the capacity of the 
Stove plant. 

Milwaukee foundrymen have issued-a joint state- 
ment to the public calling attention to the failure of 
the iron molders’ strikes in that city and elsewhere and 
quoting from an official labor paper, the Minneapolis 
Union, a candid admission that: the strikes were a 
mistake. 

Mr. Chauncey H. Castle, of the Comstock-Castle 
Stove Company, Quincy, Ill. enjoys-the distinction of 
thaving been elected to the state legislature as a Re- 
publican in a district that is strongly Democratic. He 
was the recipient of many congratulations upon_ his 
election at the stove manufacturers’ conference in Chi- 
«cago, November 14. 


The Sayre Stamping Co. of Sayre, Pa., announce 
to the trade that “owing to recent heavy advance in 
all material” they find it necessary. to withdraw all 
previous quotations on dampers. The discount on and 
after December 1, 1906, and until further notice, wil! 
be 60 and 5 per cent off the Sayre company’s list in 
barrel lots, assorted sizes. Freight allowance as here- 
tofore. 

A site has been selected for the new plant of the 
‘Conway Stove Company at Bellevue, Ohio. It com- 
prises three acres in the southeast part of the town 
and President Conway has secured an option on two 
acres adjoining, to be used if needed. The land is 
situated close to the Lake Shore and Wheeling rail- 
roads and is said to be ideal for the purpose. Work 
on the buildings will be started immediately and 
pushed to. early completion. 

Business success has come in large measure to the 
Sheridan Stove Company, of Quincy, Ill., and as a 
natural result they have found: themselves compelled 
to build additional quarters to accommodate the grow- 
ing demand for their product. . Contemplated, im- 
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provements at the plant include a five-story warehouse 
100x509, a three-story nickeling and steel range depart- 
ment 40x30, and a molding shop 50x70. These build- 
ings will be undertaken in the near future. The fact 
that it has become necessary to add to the plant: so 
extensively speaks volumes for the business sagacity 
and enterprise of the management. 

The Faultless Manufacturing Co. of St. Charles, Ith) 
has begun work upon an extensive addition to its 
plant at West St. Charles, says the Aurora Beacon. 
This will consist of a one-story brick and sheet-iron 
wareroom and assembling department, to be 100° by 
50 feet in ground measurements. The new addition 
is to be rushed to an early completion this winter, ana 
will, when done, make work for a numbér of ‘new 
men. The Faultless company manufactures’ stoves, 
ranges and stove supplies and is at present employing 
a large crew. For some time the stockholders"*have 
been contemplating additions to the plant, buit “the 
storeroom only will be built this season.

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WESTERN STOVE PRICES ADVANCED. 





Western stove manufacturers met in conference in 
Chicago, Wednesday, November 14, and decided to 
make a horizontal raise of 5 per cent in the price of 
stoves, to take effect immediately. 

The meeting was held at the Auditorium Hotel, 
under the presidency of William G. Henry, of the De- 
troit Stove Works, Chicago, and was the largest gath- 
ering of western stove inanufacturers ever held. It 
was not in any sense an association meeting, but was a 
genuine conference of manufacturers interested in sell- 
ing stoves in the West. Fifty-two firms were repre- 
sented, including manufacturers of Michigan, Indiana, 
Ohio, Missouri, and Illinois, and the necessity for rais- 
ing prices was debated in all its angles. 

There was practical unanimity of sentiment in favor 
of an advance in stove prices, most of those present 
agreeing that the condition of the metal and the labor 
markets made such a course absolutely imperative. 
The nature of the advance to be announced was not 
so easily settled, however, and the conference wrestled 
with the problem for hours. A strong. contention was 
made in favor of an advance of 10 per cent, which it 
was asserted would be only a fair raise in view of the 
increased cost of making stoves, but the arguments 
in favor of an immediate’5 per cent advance finally 
prevailed. An understanding was reached, however. 
that there shall shortly be another 5 per cent added to 
prices all around if the pig iron market remains: stead) 
at present high figures. 
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AT THE CHICAGO STOVE WORKS. 





Under the watchful eye of a swarthy giant who 
night sit for a statue of old Vulcan himself, a double 
line of museular figures await their turn beneath the 
seething cupola, wherein a purple flame glows scorch- 
ingly above a mighty mass of molten metal. 

Each man bears a long-handled iron fadle lined with 
fresh baked clay, and as the liquid metal runs whitely 
from the spout ladle after ladle is filled to the brim 
and borne away with the molder’s peculiar shuffling 
gait to be poured into the waiting molds, whence pre- 
sently shall issue the castings of divers shapes and 
forms that go°to the making up of a modern Gold 
Coin baseburner or’ cook stove. 

It is an ‘interesting process that is carried out daily 
in the huge*foundry of the Chicago Stove Works, and 
one that:well repays watching. There is a peculiar 
fascination about the work of. these quick-moving, 
bright-eyed sons of Vulcan, who perform with singular 
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aration of their “flasks,” and it is easy to see that they 
are a faithful crew. Self-interest secures good work, 
for the molder is responsible for the accuracy of the 
casting, and errors are costly to him, but there is evi- 
dent in this foundry a more than ordinary care that 
betokens the workman’s pride in his labor. It is as 
if he felt that the reputation of the Gold Coin stoves 
and ranges depended upon his individual effort, and 
there is nothing perfunctory about his work. 

When “pouring time” comes every man is at his 
post, alert and watchful. Ladleful after ladleful of 
the melted metal is carefully borne to the waiting 
flasks and poured into the mold with skill and exacti- 
tude. Only a short time elapses before the rough cast- 
ing is ready to be removed from the floor and the next 
step in the manufacture of a stove takes them to the 
cleaning mills. 

Here, by the aid of chilled stars, the castings, packed 
in a rapidly revolving mill, are cleaned of external 
superfluities amid a racket that makes that of the

and unerring ‘intelligence the earlier operations of 
stove manufacture. The trip along Blue Island avenue 
into ‘the heart*of industrial Chicago to the stove works 
at 22d street is ‘well worth while, and when the works 
are inspected under expert ptridance like that of Super- 
intendent Ames it is an experience long to be remem- 
bered. 

Ground space, and plenty of it, is, of course, 
essential for ‘a stove foundry. Each molder has his 
individual “floor,” that is to say, as much ground space 
as would suffice for many a small manufacturing plant. 
Upon this floor he lays one after another the “flasks” 
in which the imprints of the patterns to be copied and 
reproduced ‘have been skillfully secured by knowing 
manipulation of the molding sand, and at the end of a 
day’s work when “pouring” time approaches each 
molder has covered with the results of his handiwork 
a very considerable space. For the ordinary opera- 
tions of a foundry like that of the Chicago Stove 
Works the molding floors necessarily occupy build- 
ings that cover a large area, and in these days of 
yeneral prosperity and large output the floors are filled 

aily. ” 
Great is the care taken by the molders in the prep- 


proverbial boiler-shop seém like a Quaker meeting 
in comparison. They are then sent to the racks, where 
the various parts are assorted and piled, each with its 
own kind, in readiness for the mounting-room. 

In this room the parts of the stove are assembled 
and riveted or otherwise fastened together. Each as- 
sembler works on a number of stoves at atime. The 
necessary parts are brought to him and an assistant 
does the rough grinding needed in fitting the parts 
together, while the mounter completes the task. The 
nickel parts have been separately treated and are also 
brought to the assembler, who builds up the stove 
from the baseboard with everything needed ready to 
his hand. 

The nickeling department is necessarily an im- 
portant one. At the Chicago Stove Works the ut- 
most attention is paid to this part of the process of 
finishing a stove, and improved appliances are continu- 
ally being installed. The electro-chemical bath in 
which the iron parts receive their heavy coating of 
nickel by precipitation are watched with almost pa- 
ternal care, so that the best results may be obtained. 
The electrical machinery is of the newest and best, in- 
ventive genius having been busy in this department, 
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and the polishing of the nickeled surfaces is done ac- 
cording to the most approved methods, aided by the 
results of the company’s long experience. The. results 
are seen in the beautiful nickel finish of the Gold Coin 
line. 

One of the most interesting departments of the 
works is that in which the bodies, etc., of the Gold 
Coin steel ranges are formed. Here massive machines 
bend the extra heavy polished. steel plates into the re- 
quired shapes and they are then closely riveted and 
braced and asbestos lined to do the work required of 
them. The process of assembling is the same as with 
the baseburners, the various parts and the trimmings 
being fitted and added with precision and rapidity. 

The power plant of the Chicago Stove Works has 
just been reinforced by the addition of a new boiler, 
making a complete battery of large capacity. 

The foundry is being run under pressure to fill or- 
ders and an especially heavy demand is now experi- 
enced for the company’s Original Gold Coin ventiduct 
baseburner, No. 596, and Real Gold Coin baseburner, 
No. 812. These baseburners are of beautiful and 
original designs, and the No. 596.in particular is con- 
fidently claimed to excel in powerful radiation and 
economy of fuel. All sizés in these stoves are double 
heaters. They have shany special improvements and 
are elaborately trimmed with the. finest quality of 
ventilated nickel trimmings. _.

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NO EXCUSE FOR POOR WINDOWS. 





I was talking, the other day, with a young man who 
thinks he knows—and he does—a thing or two about 
window dressing. At any rate, he ought to be well 
informed on the subject, for he has held lucrative po- 
sitions with a number of different firms playing to 
big business. . 

Said he: 

“Yes, I’ve been at this sort of work now for some 
dozen years. I started in as a kid helper to a first- 
class man, and with him I got a good start. I wasn’t 
perfect—who of us is in anything: you might mention? 
—but I was bound to learn all that my first boss was 
willing to teach me, He was a most companionable, 
whole-souled gentleman, and many were the hints and 
suggestions I received at his hands, gratuitously, and 
I have managed to profit by them all. 

“My boss wasn’t one of those fellows who go around 
with their heads in the clouds—far from it. He was 
nothing if not practical, and was wont, in all his in- 
structions to me, to dwell particularly upon practica- 
bility. 

“He was a great stickler for cleanliness in every- 
thing about a trim. First of all, the glass must be 
from Spotless Town, and every article put in the win- 
dow besides. No dust or other dirt on the units for 
him, if you please. Soap is not the dearest thing in 
the world and here was one place where it must not 
be skimped on. a 

“Fixtures, also, came under the category of gen- 
erous provision, though, of course, in the days of a 
dozen years ago they were not nearly so elaborate as 
in the present luxury-loving period of existence. 

““Always maké your windows tell something—but 
don’t talk unless you have something to say,’ was his 
sage advice. ‘Start out witha purpose and don’t let 
vour optics wander off that purpose once. 

“*Mind your bossés, boy,’ was another of his ad- 
monitions. ‘You'll be one yourself some day, and 
then you will know what it is to be pleased with obe- 
dience. Don’t fall into the error of thinking that 
you are everything and the boss your hireling. Dis- 
abuse your mind of that illusion if it ever takes root 
there. Obedience to superiors is commendable over 
all other precepts. 

“Look well to your colors,’ he would advise. ‘An 
otherwise fine window is often utterly ruined by col- 
ors that “scream at each other.” If you don’t know 
what shades look well together make a study of the 
laws of harmony and contrast.’ 

“One of his rules was never to use warm colors or 
warm combinations of colors during hot weather. 

“ “Mercy knows it gets hot enough,’ he used to say, 
without having red pepper thrown at you. Use rest- 
ful greens, or greens with white, or all white; there’s 
nothing so cool looking as green, else the good Lord 
never would have put so much grass under our feet.’ 

“And I, long ago came to the conclusion he was 
about right in regard to that. 

“Diaphanous stuff introduced into backgrounds in 
the way of festoons is to be relied-on to take away 
that stuffy look,’ so much to be avoided. -Plenty of 
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open spaces ‘are a help, too, along this line. Why, I 
know of a certain store in Grand Rapids whose win- 
dows are so full of truck that you can’t see anything. 
The observer turns away surprised that the man who 
perpetrated those frights could be.so satisfied with 
his so-called ‘work’ that he creates the same mon- 
strosities winter and summer—always so much trash 
that the windows are nothing ‘but an’ abomination on 
good taste. Someone ought to give the fellow who 
does them—at the same time undoing the store’s influ- 
ence—a knock on the head with the hammer of good 
sense and get him to understand a few of the very 
first principles of his profession. He has not begun 
to learn his A B C’s yet. He must thik he’s all right, 
however, or he’d certainly turn over a new leaf and 
present windows radically different to a long-suffering 
public. 

“A sameness of trimming is to be deprecated. To 
eliminate this difficulty—to get out of a rut—a win- 
dowman should occasionally visit—if only for this ob- 
ject—cities that are contiguous, but larger, so that he 
can broaden his views and return dissatisfied with 
his present ways of work. Also, let.him have the 
added—and most excellent—assistance of the subscrip- 
tion. to several authoritative trade magazines devoted 
exclusively to windows. He will then find himself 
waking up to the fact that. he is a-miserable old back 
number, and if ambition is not dead in him he will 
mend his ways. There is no excuse for poor windows, 


nowadays, with the many helps at one’s hand.”

GERMAN SILVER CASTINGS. 











The Brass World says that many of the German 
silver tips on pocket knife handles are ‘tastings, being 
probably the smallest that enter the brass foundry. In 
the use of sheet German silver the tips must first be 
blanked out. This necessitates the production of 40 
or 50 per cent of scrap. After 'the tips have been 
blanked they must be formed tinder a drop, with suc- 
cessive annealings, until they are formed into the oval 
share ready for use. The cast German silver, how- 
-,er, only requires polishing and is ready for use. 
The tips. are cast with a large number,on a gate and 
with two, gates in a flask,. They are poured “on end.” 
Scrap German silver is used, and. about 2 oz. of 
aluminum are added to 100 lbs. of metal... The alumin- 
um reduces the oxide in the German silver, and the 
metal then runs very freely. The color is also much 
improved and soundness is imparted. In the smallest 
sizes. it takes several hundred cast knife tips to make 
a pound.

A HIP AND RIDGE TERMINAL. 





BY LOUIS OEHRING. 

In Fig..1 is shown the front, side and rear elevation, 
and plan of a hip and ridge terminal or finial. This 
finial is made in three pieces, the rear end to have the 
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convenient to make a joint with the ridge. The front 
elevation is now drawn, and then the rear elevation is 
completed. 

Divide the curve A B of side elevation into an equa) 
number of spaces, and also the curved line B C, the 
spaces are here shown by numerals from 1 to 14. 
Cancel the numerals of the two curves as here shown 
1 with 2, 2 with 3, etc., until the entire side elevation 
is divided into triangles. The points on line B C 
can now be projected to line I u of the rear elevation, 
and points on line A B to line I H of rear elevation ; 
the points thus established in the rear elevation can 
be connected 1 with 2, 2 with 3, etc., and the twisted 
appearance of the side can be better understood. The 
points on line A B of side elevation are now projected

to the front elevation, and are shown by the numerals 
I, 3, 5, 7, etc. These same points from A B and B C 
of side elevation are projected to the plan, those of 
the line A B are extended to the center line Y P, the 
reason for this will be explained later. In examining 
the side elevation before we proceed to get the pat- 
terns, we will see that the line C D is not shown in 
its true length, but is shown in its true length by the 
curved line s t u of the rear elevation; the lines I to 2, 
2 to 3, 3 to 4, etc., are also shown foreshortened in 
the plan side elevation and rear elevation, the spaces 
from 1 to 14 on line A B of side elevation, considering 
the line where the front and side will be soldered to- 
gether, are also shown foreshortened ; the spaces from 
2 to 14 on line B C, where the two sides meet, are 
here shown in their true length. All the foreshortened 
distances that will be necessary to develop the pattern 
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must be found in their true length. The true length 


of the spaces 1 to 3, 3 to 4, etc., can be found by first 
developing the pattern for the front. Continue the 
center line’ F R of front elevation as here shown by 
R X; on this line set off-all the spaces from I to 14 
of line A B of side elevation, and draw parallel lines 
through them and at right angles to R X, also those 
spaces are transferred from the side elevation to the 
pattern for front shown at A, and represent the stiffen- 
.ing members of the ridge. From the front elevation 
project lines from the points on the curved lines to the 
parallel lines of pattern and parallel to line R X. 
Through the point established in the pattern draw the 
curved. lines R to S and R to Q, also lines to the points 
established ‘for the stiffening members that have been 
projected from the elevation. This completes the pat- 
tern for the front and the distances from I to 3, 3 to 
5, etts,.of this pattern are the true lengths of the same 
spaces' Shown foreshortened inthe side elevation. To 
find the true tengths of the line 1 to 2, 2 to 3, 3 to 4, 
etc., of side elevation, we must construct a diagram 
of triangles, as is here shown in Fig. 2. 

We will assume that the lines 1 to 2, 2 to 3, etc., of 
‘side elevation are the bases for right angle triangles, 
and the continuation of the lines projected to the plan 
and ending at the center line Y P shown here by the 
letters a b c, etc., the distance from a to r, b to 3, etc., 
the altitude of these triangles. 

Draw a horizontal line of indefinite length as in Fig. 
2; on it set off the distance 1 to 2°0f side elevation as 
here shown by 1 to a, Fig. 2. From a erect a perpen- 
dicular line and on it.set off the distance 1 to a of plan 
and here noted by the numeral 2; now the distance 1 
to 2 of Fig. 2 will be the true length of line 1 to 2 of 
side elevation. Take each line of side elevation and 
proceed in the same manner until a triangle has been 
drawn for each line. 

For further examples, I will take a few lines at 
random, for instance line 7 to 8 of side elevation. 
Set the length of this line off on the horizontal line 
and shown by d 8; erect the perpendicular at d, from 
plan take distance d to 7 on set off from d to 7 of 
Fig. 2, connect 8 to 7 and the distance 8 to 7 will be 
the true length of this line shown foreshortened in 
the side elevation ; take line 6 to 7 and set off at Fig. 
2 from d to 6; the altitude for this triangle is the same 
as the previous one, namely, d to 7 of plan and trans- 
ferred to Fig. 2 from d to 7 connect 6 and 7, and this 
will be the true length. In Fig. 2 the triangles have 
been separated to avoid confusion. To draw patterns 
for side draw the line T V, Fig. 3, and on it set off 
the length equal to 1 to 2 of Fig. 2. From 1, Fig. 3, 
set off and strike arc at 3, equal to the distance 1 to 3 
of pattern for front; from 2, Fig. 3, set off distance 
and strike arc crossing arc at 3, this distance to equal 
that of 2 to 3 of Fig. 2; from 2, Fig. 3, set off distance 
and strike arc at 4 equal to the distance from 2 to 4 
of side elevation; from 3 to 4 of Fig. 3 set off and 
cross arc at 4 the distance equal to 3 to 4 of Fig. 2; 
from 3 to 5 set off and strike arc the distance equal 
to 3 to 5 of pattern for front; from 4, Fig. 3, set off 
and ‘cross arc at 5 the distance equal to 4 to 5 of Fig. 
2: from 4 to 6, Fig. 3, set off and strike arc the dis- 
tance equal to the distance 4 to 6 of side elevation; 
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from 5 to 6, Fig. 3, set off and cross arc at 6, the dis- 
tance equal to 5 to 6 of Fig. 2. Proceed this way-unti! 
all the triangles have been transferred to pattern. The 
distance 13 to 14, Fig. 3, is taken from 13 to 14 of 
pattern for frcnt and are struck, and the distance 12 
to 14, Fig. 3, is taken from 12 to 14 of side elevation 
and are struck crossing arc at 14, Fig. 3. Connect the 
points established by the crossing of the ares, with 
the curved lines as shown. From 1 to y of Fig. 3, set 
off and strike arc the distance equal to 1 to x of side 
elevation; on to a straight line set off the length oi 
the curved line s t u of rear elevation. Take this 
length and set off from 2, Fig. 3, and strike are cross- 
ing arc at y, connect 1 y and 2 y, from y to W set off 
the spaces for the stiffening members of the ridge and 
draw the lines parallel to y. The lengths for these 
lines are taken from side elevation from x D toward: 
A, and set off from y W towards T, Fig. 3. This now 
completes the ‘pattern for side, two of these being nec 
essary, and these with the pattern for front formed 
up and soldered together, make the complete finial 
This finial is usually used for roofs of half pitch or 
steeper, and makes a neat finish for plain ridge, which 
is used a great deal.

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Trade Report. 


HARDWARE. 

Conditions in the hardware trade continue to de- 
pend upon shipments of stock. Many retailers are 
now obliged to delay filling orders for lack of goods, 
and jobbers and manufacturers are being urged to do 
everything possible to expedite shipméats. The diffi- 
culty is felt especially in the South and the Coast 
states, where wholesalers are crowded with orders and 
retailers are putting off customers daily. 

The price situation at last has demanded attention 
from the hardware retailer. There has been an ad- 
vance in almost every line of goods handled by the 
dealer. Up to the present time, the retailers, except 
in- scattered instances, have not seen fit to advance 

_their prices in the corresponding ratio. Now Western 
dealers are receiving daily advices of raised prices 
and it is impérative that they should follow suit with 
regard to stocks on hand, as well as those to be bought 
in the future. 

Higher prices are announced for wire-nails, in 
which there has been an advance of 5 cents per keg, 
and barb and smooth fence wire, which has gone up 
$1.00 per ton. Cut nails are expected to follow wire 
nails. Prices for cast-iron hollow ware have been 
advanced all around, as will be seen from our news 


columns. 


Trade in builders’ hardware continues in the same 
large volume that has characterized the entire year, 
and reports from the country indicate that this busi- 
ness will keep up all winter, unless very cold weather 
should prevail for several weeks at a time. 

In the Western country the demand for roller skates 


is phenomenal. One far western retail’firm reports 
being 1,000 pairs behind on its orders. 

Tin and enameled ware, coffee and hot water urns 
are going well, and the trade reports heavy dealing in 
all kinds of window glass. In sportsman’s goods the 
rush is phenomenal, as the hunting season is now 
well on. The. call is for guns of the latest and most 
approved type. Dealers report the sale of stoves gen- 
erally as better than could be expected, considering 
the weather. 


TIN PLATE. 

The active demand for tin-plates continues unabat- 
ed and prices are very firmly held on the basis of 
$3.90 per box for coke tins, 14 x 20 inches. In London 
tin plates are steady at 14s. 

The Greer and Shenango tin mills at New Castle, 
Pa., owned by the American Sheet & Tin Plate Com- 
pany, the largest in the world, were closed down Nov. 
13, but it is probable they will start again next week. 
By reason of the shut down about 5,000 men were de- 
prived of employment temporarily.

come far exceed the probable supply, even allowing 
for an increase in production of 25 per cent during the 
next half year.

PIG IRON. 


The demand for prompt and nearby deliveries of 
foundry and gray forgé pig iron is the feature of the 
domestic market. American furnaces are no longer 
able to fill half the requirements of the home smelters, 
who are relying more and more upon the Scotch and 
English irén markets to meet their more immediate 
needs. These foreign grades of metal can be delivered 
at points on the Atlantic seaboard for $1.00 per ton 
less than the cost of domestic iron delivered, and 
prejudice against the foreign metal is disappearing. 
The result is heavy purchases abroad. 

Domestic producers are in some cases asking pre- 
miums. of $2 and $3 per ton for pig iron for prompt 
delivery, but buyers simply cannot be choked off. 

The iron and steel industry has been very much 
favored by weather so far this season and there have 
been record-breaking outputs except in the case of 
some finishing mills which could not secure enough 
steel,

Matthew Addy & Co. will say in their weekly report: 


“A review of the condition of the pig iron market for 
the past week is practically a repetition of the previous 
week’s report, which means that the situation is not only 
exceedingly strong, but just about as active as it can possibly 
be under the circumstances. Spot iron is in active demand, 
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but there is comparatively so little to be had that the aggre- 
gate tonnage of sales for prompt shipment is not startlingly 
large. Whenever a lot of iron for quick delivery makes its 
appearance, it is gobbled up by the hungry consumer almost 
before any one has time to think. The particular brand or 
grade of the iron Seems to be of little consequence, nor does 
it seem to make much difference to the buyer whether the 
iron comes from Virginia, Alabama, or from the North; so 
long as it is in transit or ready to be shipped out promptly 
he will pay almost any price asked for it. 

“Southern furnaces are gencrally well taken care of for 
the early part of the year, aud future sales made during the 
past week have been mostly confined to second quarter ship- 
ment. Already bona fide inquiries are coming in for iron to 
be delivered over the last half of 1907. There continues to 
be a great scarcity of Bessemer and basic, and statistics show 
that there is very little of these irons to be bought for ship- 
ment before July 1 of next year. The weather in every sec- 
tion of the country has been ideal, and the work nowhere has 
been interrupted. 

“The iron trade is now presenting to the industrial world 
a scene of greater activity than ever before in its history. 
The producing plants are at their maximum output, and the 
consuming plants are using more material than ever. Great 
efforts are being made on the part of the consumer to ac- 
cumulate stocks of iron against the coming winter, but it is 
the general rule that all the foundries are using more iron 
than they had calculated on, and it is simply impossible to 
get stock ahead. They are using material just as fast as it 
is received, 

“All parts of the country are suffering terribly on ac- 
count of the shortage of cars, although this is probably most 
noticeable in the South and in the East. This delay of ship- 
ments is causing great anxiety to consumers, and there does 
not seem to be any immediate relief in sight. 

“While the coke market is comparatively quiet, prices are 
exceptionally strong.” 


Rogers, Brown & Company, Cincinnati, will sey in. their 
weekly report: 

“Conditions the past week are intensified in respect to de- 
mands for prompt shipment and the difficulty furnace com- 
panies are having with labor and regular supply of raw ma- 
terials, and where these are satisfactory, inability of railroads 
to furnish anything like sufficient number of cars to move 
tonnage on existing orders. As the season’s inclement 
weather approaches these conditions are likely to become more 
strained than they are at present. The tone of the market 
for all kinds of iron is strong and higher prices are pre- 
vailing this week than were current a week ago for both 
foreign and American pig. Locally, buying has been some- 
what quieter in respect to large lots and extended delivery. 
Pressure for small lots and prompt shipment is as strong 
as ever. Prices for the business are so irregular as to make 
each proposition a class by itself. 

“The importation of foreign iron is proceeding rapidly. 
The class of iron coming in is of excellent quality, Scotch 
and Middlesboro brands. The movement of this material has 
had a stable effect on the market. 

“The week-has been productive of publications in many 
lines of output for October, which show that industries 
throughout the country, particularly in the metal producing 
lines, have been breaking records for previous production. 
In New York and the New England states it is stated that 
the trade in general have covered so far for but 25 per cent 
of their estimated requirements during the first half of next 


ar. 

“Heavy buying of Lake Superior ores has taken place 
during the week and it is stated that the estimated output for 
the season of 1907 is practically sold at a price varying from 
sixty to ninety cents per ton advance over ore being shipped 
on current contracts. The contracts closed cover the period 
to June 1, 1908, with a result that during that time there will 
be an added cost in the manufacture of pig. iron of from 
$1.25 to $1.75 per ton. This; manufacturing expense is due to 
ore advances alone. 

“One item which may have escaped general notice but 
which is full of import for the South, is the arrival at 
Charleston last week of the first immigrant steamer in that 
port, bringing some 400 workers for distribution in the South 
The class of labor was of better grade and the ‘majority of 
them will find their places.in the Southern mills. This is 
an experiment which shows every evidence of being a dis- 
tinct success, which, if such is the case, will mean tremendous 
advantage to the South im all lines of manufacture. The 
one crying need of that part of the country and its greatest 
handicap is lack of even the most unskilled labor. 

“Coke is strong and prices have advanced tremendously. 
The production and shipments from the Connellsville district 
keep up well, but in the Virginia and West Virginia fields 
operators are experiencing great difficulty in proper opera- 
tion of plants through lack of labor and insufficient car 
supply. In no sense is the; full capacity of operations. being 
maintained.” :
